There is a
preconstruction meeting on October 7. He is still waiting on a response from the bond company for Aura
I. He is also waiting on which way to proceed with Aura Il; push for bond or redevelopment.

Mr. Bitgood has not heard about the townships request to add certain areas to the sewer service area
map. He will continue to call each week.

The purchase order has been approved and the planting of trees at the Vineyards can proceed.
